head of Miss Anna May 
Dietrich, 
whose dismembered body was found 
in the woods near Media, Pa., Thurs­ 
day was discovered today beneath the 
ties of a Pennsylvania railroad bridge 
over Naylor’s creek, near Bywood, a 
suburb. 
Thera were no marks on the head 
to indicate how she had been killed. 
Believing that Miss Dietrich 
was 
murdered in Pftttadelphla and 
her 
body dismembered before being dis­ 
posed of, police today concentrated 
their search for the slayer or slayers 
in this city. They were still at a loss 
to explain the motive for the crime. 
Investigations have revealed that 
Miss Dietrich told two 
conflicting 
stories a few hours before she is be­ 
lieved to have met her death. To her 
sister, Mrs. Alexander Schull, 
she 
said she would have dinner and take 
a dancing lesson in town, and return 
to her home in Norwood, on an early 
train that evening. The two women 
who had been shopping, separated at 
5:40 p . m., less than half an hour lat­ 
er, police assert, Miss Deitrich met 
a man naméd Gleason on a train and 
told him that she was to meet "a 
man from the west” with whom she 
would attend the theater. 
^Tjhe police have no clue to the iden­ 
tity of the man. 
Examination of the vital organs 
failed to show the couse of death. 
This had ted police to believe that the 
head, just found, would reveal how 
the woman dléd.

Albany postoffice, but la on 
until.February when ha will rasóme 
his plfcce in the postal service. 
The resignation as president of the, 
council is effective immediately, Mr.’ 
Jolly’s letter of resignation 
been read last night at the meeting 
of the aldermen. 
Mr. Jolly pointed 
m t that the postal regulations pro­ 
hibited him from aervtng in an ete4- 
Jve office. 
John M 
Maxwell, preaident 
tern, will become president of 
council and Alderman W. ¿ 
Sivley 
will succeed Mr. Maxwell 
man of the «nanee committee. 
Maxwell’s successor aa a 
tive from the first w ild has not yah 
been elected. 
The many friends of Mr. Jolly, for­ 
merly assistant postmaster at 
Al­ 
bany, are rejoicing In his 
ment in the United States postal 
rice, after an absence of more than 
three years. 
It will be recalled that Mr. Jolly 
waa separated from the Émrice in 
October, 1922, after a continuous ser­ 
vice of 16 years, and that this action 
on the part of the department was 
occasioned by his joint 
indictment 
with T. H. Alexander, a former post­ 
master of this city on a charge of 
conspiracy. 
After numerous and very annoying 
delays, Mr. Jolly was absolved from 
all blame and the conspiracy charge 
dismissed in the United States dis­ 
trict court at Huntsville in 
April, 
1925. 
Soon after the dismiaaal of 
tha 
charges against Mr. ollyf his friends 
became active Ip his interest 
and 
brought his case to the attention of 
the postal department, urging his re­ 
instatement. 
Mr. Alexander, who will be pleas­ 
antly remembered as a former post­ 
master of Albany, wrote a strong let­ 
ter to Hon. John H. Bartlett «rat as­ 
sistant postmaster general, 
urging 
the re-instatement of Mr. Jolly, and 
quoting a letter written by General 
Bartlett in June, 1923, in which the 
postoffice department entered a pro­ 
teat with the department of justice 
against further prosecution of either 
Mr. Alexander or Mr. Jolly, which 
request, however, was disregarded by 
the department of justice. 
This letter also was accompanied 
by a letter from Judge Robert Ervin, 
of Mobile, who heard the cases 
at 
Huntsville in April and who expressed 
himself as being thoroughly convinc­ 
ed that Mr. Jolly was innocent of áfty 
intention of wrong doing. These let­ 
ters, accompanied by formal applica­ 
tion by Mr. Jolly, were forwarded 
to Hon. £ .

VOTE, ASKED BY PAPER 
We were under the impression, viewing with dismay 
the em pty pages of registrars books of this county, th a t 
the chief reason that people do not vote is due to a lack 
of energy in going to the courthouse and registering, then 
keeping up the yearly small poll tax, but such • view is 
aot shared by the Selma Times-Journal. 
That newspaper 
asks the question, “ Why Do Peoplt Refuse to V ote?” then 
answers it, in the following: 
, 
Frequently an alleged disgust with politics ia as- 
signed as the m ajor cause of the widespread indif­ 
ference shown toward the ballot and the failure of 
vast numbers of potential voters to comply with the 
Conditions prescribed for voting. 
But this is a short­ 
sighted view and an incorrect (¡¡agnosis of the trou­ 
ble. 
The exclamation often heard with picturesque 
embellishments th at polities la . “crooked" and poli­ 
ticians crooks, is an indictment that tha facta do fttt 
sustain. 
There ia some deflection from the right 
standards in political life, but such conduct ia unusual 
and never fails to result in sensational headlines in 
the newspapers, proving its claim to vivid public in­ 
terest. 
Most of those who once saw quick gain* and 
easy “g ra ft” in politics have been either sent to the 
penitentiary or greatly disillusioned. Those days are 
in the past. 
Few crooked persons are ever elected to 
a second term , an<l if they do negotiate a return trip, 
there is always an ineffable stigm a attached to those 
who elect them and to those ,whose neglect of civic 
duty made their election possible. 
If crooks and 
grafters ever succeed in despoiling the people, the 
fault may be attributable to im perfect machinery by 
which their removal may be effected, and if they are 
returned to office after their true colors are shown 
the blame must fall on the people, both those who 
voted in favor of unworthy public servants and those 
who failed or refused to vote at all. 
No, the prohfic source of. the general apathy mani­ 
fested toward the business of voting is an ingrained 
apathy in human nature it.nelf.
